The Journal's Witnesses Against Magoffin. 

The Louisville Journal is very much troubled 
about Magoffin s position on the slavery question 
The editor don't understand how auch protection 
papers as the Louisville Courier, Maysville Ex- 
press, and I'aducah Herald can support Beriah.. 
He considers Magoffin a straight-out, anti-protec- 
tion, squ -titer sovereignty Democrat, who would 
rather inaugurate civil war in this country than 
to ask Congress to protect alavery in the Tcrri- 
tenes. He use# the followi ng language with re- 
gard to our candidate for Gubernatorial boDora : 

Mr. Magoffin has defined bis position unequiv- 
ocally. He now proclaims, and proclaima em- 
phatically, ibat sooner than have Congress inter- 
pose f or the protection of the adjudicated rights 
of slave property in the Territories of the United 
Htates, he would invoke civil war — would inaug- 
urate the terrible rule of the rifle and the bayo- 
net 

Now, a!! we have to sey, in reply to thie, is that 
Magoffin has defined his own position on the 
slavery question touching the Territories. He 
has set to/th his position in his own words, which 
have been published in every paper in the State. 
Here is what Magoffin says : 

“That Congress has the power to protect while 
it ca ;uot prouibtt slavery in the Territories; that 
the 1 -rruovtal L-gialatuie, a* its ageot, cannot 
exclude or abolish slavery, directly or ind rectly, 
by iiQ.'rirndly legislation; that sued legislation is 
void, and would he declared unconstitutional by 
the Frderai courts; that it la the duty of the 'terri- 
torial Legislature to protect slave property, and 
property of all kinds; that the rights of property 
of all kinds are uuder the protection of the govern- 
ment, the Constitution and the laws; that our 
rights and remedies seem to be now complete in 
the Terr. lories, and nothing has occurred to show 
their inadequacy; that the Democratic party has 
brought us to this position of safety against all 
the efforts of the Opposition, entertaining differ- 
ent opinions on the subject, and forming combi- 
nations to destroy it; that the struggles and vic- 
tories over other parties have clearly shown that 
ours is tae only party capable of protecting our 
rights, or guarding them in the future; and if it 
should be necessary to pass laws to eniorce the de- 
cree* of the judiciary, or even to call out troops, 
that it would be the duty of the government to do 
80. 

We prefer then this declaration of Mr. Magoffin 
himself on this subject to the charge of the Jour- 
nal made upon the testimony of interested wit- 
nesses.

The India Rubber Case. 

I Haltimork, July 9. — Toe great India rubber case 
I ol Horace H. Day and others against John St ill - 
! mat), is now on trial in the U. 8. Circuit Court, 
in this city, before Judge Giles. This case, with 
others involving the same issues, is now under- 
going a final bearing, before going to the Supreme 
I Court of the U. 8., on claim of plaintiff' to the 
exclusive right to manufacture and sell what is 
i technically known as woven elastic India rubber 
goods. A preliminary injuction had previously 
I been granted in all the cases in this distiict, and 

I tbe argument now pending is to have a perma- 
nent injunction issued, wholly restrainiug the 
j deleudants from vending vulcanized rubber 
goods.
